surgery is finding opportunity to aid 
some of the intractable afflictions of 
mankind. Such diseases are pernicious 
nnemia and Addison's disease, form- 
erly invariably fatal, are now beir.g 
brought under control. 


Because of the existence of cancer, 


surgeons have been able to remove 
successfully an entire lung or om:^ 
half of the brain. 


Operations performed upon the eyes 


arc among the most delicate of all 
procedures carried out by the modern 
surgeon, and yet today sight is being 
saved for a tremendous number of 
people by use of these methods.

Usually the children are either 
little scamps so accustomed to punish^ 
ment they do as they please anyway 
or they are slinky, quiet down-look-1 
ing tragedies known as "good" chil- 
dren because they are afraid to move. 


Source of Mental Instability 


For years educators as well as doc- 


tors of the insane have been trying 
to reach parents on the matter of in- 
feriority and fear. They have been 
trying to reduce the rapidly growing 
number of adolescent and adult in- 
sane, somewhere at present around a 
million, by showing that force and in- 
timidation in childhood, and especial- j 
ly early childhood, sow the seeds ot 
mental instability. 


On the other hand it does not fol- 


low that the other extreme of per- 
mission and humoring -wil not cause 
trouble too. It does, as a matter of 
fact. There is no remedy in any ex- 
treme.

Upheld in House 


Lower Chamber Refuses 


to Recall Its Measure 


From Senate 


LITTLE ROCK—The house voted 


Thursday to "slnnd by its guns" rela- 
tive to the Gooch anti-sedition bill, 
rejecting a motion by Manor of Gar- 
land to recall the measure from the 
senate, where it has been 
ponding 


since the day after the house passed 
it, 63 to 12, on February 14, The Man- 
cr motion was voted down. 57 to 34. 


The Manor motion to recall the mil 


sedition bill was opposed by Gooch o 
Cross, the Author. Ho declared those 
opposing the measure "simply don't 
understand it." He added that "this 
locks like baby piny—we would lie 
making monkeys out of ourselves.1' 
Gooch said that the bill changes the 
present laws so that a person convict- 
ed of nn attempt to overthrow the 
government could bo sent to the pen- 
itentiary, whereas now "only a few 
days in jail is plenty." 


Manor, speaking tor his resolution 


said that ho believed a majority of 
those who voted for the bill "did so 
under a misapprehension." He de- 
clared that passage of the 
bill hncl 


"caused this state to got some mighty 
bnd publicity." 


Consuming, 
he 
said: "They just 


fooled us and now the state is up in 
arms over this tiling. This bill will 
mean the defeat of more representa- 
tives who oted for it than anything 
else, ft vwould stop freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press. We should 
bring it back from the senate and give 
it more consideration."
